Mallory Says Longview 
Is Blameless In Death 
Of Jimmy Lee Jerdo 


William L, Mallory, assistant 
majority leader of the Ohio House 
of Representatives, announced 
last week that an investigation be 
requested in the death of Jimmy 
Lee Jerdo at Longview State 
Hospital hag been completed. 
The department of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation is no 
longer pursuing the investigation. 

Mallory said that the Hamilton 
County Coroner is certain that 
the death of Jerdo in November 
1972 was caused by. blood clots 
in the lungs and swelling of the 
brain, In the coroner's opinion, in- 
jections of a sedative were not 
the cause of death. 

An investigation conducted by 
thé Department of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation con- 
cludes that Jerdo was given 
“proper care and attention while 
hospitalized. at Longview State 
Hospital.” "Any death ‘occurring 
at our state hospitals is most un- 
fortunate,” Rep. Mallory said. 

“At this time | do not have any 


evidence in my possession that 
misconduct or negligence on the 
part of employees at Longview 
State Hospital contributed to the 
death of Jimmy Lee Jerdo.” 
Mallory said statistics on deaths 
at various state hospitals indicate 
that Longview State Hospital's 
death rate is not excessive, 

, Of comparable state hospitals, 
only Massillion had a lower death 
rate while Cleveland, Cambridge, 


and Tiffin-state hospitals all had_. 


higher rates. Mallory said deaths 
at Longview since 1963 have 
varied from 1019 per average 
daily resident population (ADRP) 
in fiscal year 1964 to 80.3 in fiscal 
year 1967, The death rate at 
Longview in fiscal year 1972, the 
most recent year for which 
figures are available, was 83.7 per 
ADRP. Since 1963 the death rate 
at Longview~ sometimes has -ex= 
ceeded and sometimes has been 
less than the death rate for all 
Divisions of Mental Health institu- 
tions.

Last year in Cincinnati 369 
rapes were reported, which would 
put the total number somewhere 
in the vicinity of 1600 rape cases. 

.WHW says they will answer all 
rape calls, and back them up with 
a personal visit from some mem- 
ber of the organization if they are 
asked by the victim. 

The RCL staff has had exten- 
sive training in recent -months 
The training consists of sessions 
with Legal Aid, UC Campus and 
City of Cincinnati Police, Central 
Psychiatric «Clinic and Planned 
Parenthood Of Cincinnati. Mem- 
bers of the RCL staff were 
required to attend all sessions 
and be tested for knowledge in 
all areas. 

The director of Women Helping 
Women said the Rape Crisis Line 
was not established to act as a 
legal counsel for the victims nor 
were they to assume the role or 
responsibilities of the police but 
rather as an agency to help those 
women who were raped, in the 
times of crisis. 

She said the decision.to report 
the rape would be the victims 
alone. The RCL would support 
and “accompany the victim in any 
event. 

One area where the director 
thinks the RCL would be of great 
value is the contact with an im- 
mediate victim. The person who 
had been violated could be 
cautioned not to touch anything If 
the rape had occurred at the 
woman's home. A RCL staff per- 
son would be dispatched to the 
woman's home immediately and if 
the woman wanted to go to the 
hospital, the RCL staffer would 
accompany her there. 

The victim would be told to 
take extra clothes since those 
she was wearing would be taken 
for evidence. The RCL person 
would stay with the victim 
through the examination and as 
long afterwards “a5 was 
necessary.

The Working Review Com- 
mittee on Abandoned Housing 
headed by Vice Mayor William J. 
Chenault held’a public hearing 
on Thursday February 28, at City 
Hall. 

Approximately 150 persons at- 
tended the meeting to air their 
complaints and offer suggestions 
on what to do about the 2000 city 
owned abandoned buildings that 
mar many Cincinnati neigh- 
borhoods. Emotions ran deep on 
the subject. One man demanded, 
“Either fix up those abandoned 
houses or tear them down.” 

“One of our biggest problems 
is absentee owners,” said one 
Price Hill resident, “the owners 
are somewhere in Florida or 
Califomia and they could care 
less about their property here but 
they refuse to sell it. | think the 
city should take the property 
away from them before it really 
runs down.” 

Huber Guest, the director of 
Model Cities suggested that Cin- 
cinnati make it less appealing for 
an owner to walk away from his 
property. As an example he poin- 
ted out that in areas where ex- 
pressways are expected to cut 
that speculators buy up property 
and simply wait for the city to buy 
it back-in-five-or-ten-years; con- 
fident that they will receive more 
than they paid for it despite the 
fact that they have allowed the 
property to decay in the mean- 


time. This shouldn't be allowed to 
happen he said. 

Property oWners \.ad their com- 
plaints and suggestions too. “It's 
not always the property owner's 
fault that the building 
deteriorates,"’ protested one 
property owner. “it’s the vandals 
that break windows, punch holes 
in the walls and rip out the fix- 
tures. We should have more 
police protection for these vacant 


houses and then we wouldn't 
have these problems.”

This time Twiggs was 
bound over to the grand jury un- 
der a $3000.00 bond on the 
escape charge 

Last week Twiggs again tried 
to bring a halt to his enforced 
Stay at CCI. This latest attempt 
wound up with Twiggs in a room 
even smaiier than his jail cell, 
twice as hol and impossible to 
get out of. in fact this time the 
twice-escaped man had to get 
help from the people who put him 
in CCI and several firemen to 
escape from his new found jail 
Twiggs attempt to secure 
freedom had led him 45-feet 
down a one-foot-square chimney 
to a flue screen behind a hot 
water boiler.ttat was in operation 
heating a building. it all came 
about this way: Twiggs, who was 
at the end of a 15 man line of 
prisoners being taken to a patrol 
wagon from the Hamilton County 
Court House by a policeman and 
a bailiff, slipped out of the 
double-locked handcuffs and 
took off through the courtyard. 

The same aftemoon about 3:00 
p.m. police from District 7 went to 
the apartment house where 
Twiggs lived. The building is

Help Thy Neighbor Concept 


traditional neighborhood 
concept of joining forces to help 
one another is still alive in 
Madisonville. This 135-year-old 
Eastern Cincinnati community is” 
in the process of revitalizing itself 
before urban decay takes over 
Through the stimulus of the 
Madisonville Housing Service 
(MHS), a. unique program in- 
volving city, neighborhood, finan- 
cial and philanthropic commit- 


ment is starting its second year of 
operation, The primary function 
of the program is to make finan- 
cing available for home and 
business improvements. |‘ 

MHS is part of the Neighbor- 
hood Housing Service of Cincin- 
nati, Inc. It was created through 
the mutual agreement of 29 of the 
largest Savings and Loans in Cin- 
cinnati and the Madisonville 


Coordinating Committee,- the 
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local ‘civic association. It does 
not receive federal funds 
Although the majority of the im- 
provement projects will be finan- 
ced with conventional loans, one 
of the special features of this 
program is to provide low-interest 
loans for property owners who do 
not qualify for market-rate loans 
due to age, low income, credit 
problems or other reasons 


These “high risk" loans come 
from a special revolving loan 
fund made possibile by a mat- 
ching-fund by The Edna McCon- 
nell Clark Foundation of $100,000. 

A grant of $8,000 from The 
Procter & Gamble Fund is the 
Jatest contribution to the mat- 
ching-fund campaign 


“The P& G grant now brings us 
to 92% of our goal of $200,000 for 
the revolving loan fund,” stated 
Carl Westmoreland, director of 
the MHS. 


Other local contributors are 
—The Andrew. Jergens Foundation, 
the Department of Social Action 
of the Archdiocese of Cincinnati, 
the Jacob G, Schmidlapp Trust, 
the America The Beautiful Fund, 
and the Thomas J. Emery 
Memorial Fund. 


in addition to arranging loans, 
thé MHS staff drafts and awards 
the home improvement contracts, 
oversees the construction work, 
and performs a final inspection 
prior to the final payment to the 
contractor. The staff also 
provides budget counseling, 
credit counseling, relocation 
assistance when: necessary, and 
referrals to social services and 
legal aid. 


House to house inspection in 
Madisonville began Aug. 6, 1973 
and to date 129 building permits 
have been issued and 34 im- 
Provement projects in the area 
have gotten underway 

Two examples of projects now 
underway include restoration of 
the oldest existing building in 
Madisonville, a ~10-room brick 
farmhou and remodeling a 
second-floor apartment in the 
home of a widow to enable her to 
increase her small, fixed income. 

Cincinnati is one of only six 
cities chosen to organize an MHS 
Program and it is hoped that 
Madisonville, as the primary 
target area of the local program. 
will serve as a successful model 
for other areas to begin similar 
Programs.

But unfortunately these two items are not wedded to the point of 
assuring potential-home seekers that they can promptly move into that 
dream house 


Moreover, there are a lot of home builders. who are not ebullient at 
all over the prospects of thé housing industry 

The price of jumber keeps going up. along with that of bricks, 
cement and land 


©And the cost of labor ..whew! That's another leap unto itself 
We happened to have a set of blueprints for a residential unit: we 


dug them out the other day to see just how they fitted into the current 
picture - 


The plans were drawn about 15 years ago for what was then a 
relatively modest three bedroom dwelling. They included no basement 
and no garage (a dual carport instead) and. contained approximately 
1,000 or maybe 1,050 square feet of living space 

There was nothing unusial or spectacular about the layout - - the 
amenities included air conditioning, a dishwasher; disposal. bath and a 
half, and such. ° 


Perhaps the most “unusual” amenity was a fireplace, so designed 
that it could function as an outdoor barbeque pit 


The construction estimate at the time the plans were drawn was in 
the neighborhood of $1% a square foot 

Today, the same thing is between -25 and $30-a square foot 

How in the world can anyone be ‘ebullient’ over a jump like that? 
Maybe some home builders can ... but the hard-pressed. middie- 
income family already beset by rising food costs for education 
clothing, taxes and ... you name it, can hardly jump for joy 

Fifteen years ago the National Association of Home Builders and 
the ‘National Association of Real Estate Board were combined in a 
campaign to boost ‘public housing 


Their theme was “every man’s home should be his castle” 
“every man should have the right of home ownership.” 

These are two slogans you can't argue against. but the con- 
notation now doesn't start the band-a-playing nor the pulse beating 
any faster. 


And even public housing has achieved a status of respectability as 
one of the inputs to the nation’s housing inventory. Perhaps it leaves 
something to be desired but the basic concept remains strong. 


A great many home builders are marking time right now. waiting 
for something to happen in Congress, hoping the legislative wheels 
might turn a little faster and something difinitive might emerae 

There are more than a dozen different major housing proposals 
vieing for congressional action. Congress could bring about much 
ebullience in many quarters if it would do something to clear a hazy 
picture. 


There. actually is more loan money_available right now for single 
family units, than there was up to recently 

The interest rates howeyer.haven't dropped too much. FHA is still 
functioning on a basic eight-and-one quarter, with one-quarter for the 
insurance premium. 

Some word has filtered out of Washington that this rate may go 
down, a happy thought, but until it does the borrower will be paying 
above that. 

Not everything is grim however. The brightest. hottest development 
area in southwestern Ohio is Clermont County. A year ago the 
“development area" was i on both sides of Interstate 275: now 
it's showing up in other sections of the county. 

The New Richmond city coultcil, for example. recently passed 
emergency annexation for a housing development of more than 500 
units. The council also re-zoned a section to permit a large shopping 
center, 

Republic National Life, of Dallas, owner of the Royal Oaks Country, 
Club also has some tong range plans for a large scale development, 
ultimately totaling up to 3,000 units in the Withamsville area 

The first 150 units, a rental complex, is already under construction

It needs a lot of 
thinking about. And it has-certain risks not only for you, but for the

Maybe so, you say, but does not almost everything have risks? Yes, 
they do. Marriage, your own children, friendships, business. all -- like 
adoption -- have. You can never be sure that they will be perfect 
There is a bit of gambie in all of them. But in all of them, you can cut 
down the odds. !t takes thinking and planning and weighing. 
however, to get rid of most of the risks of adoption: So when you 
take your first step, do not leap into the dark.

Give up all ideas of finding a child by yourself. Friends or 
relatives - or your doctor or lawyer, for that matter - may be glad to 
get you one, and no questions asked: Firmly say “NO!". Go to a good. 
licensed or approved adoption or child-placing agency, You want a 
child you will be happy with and one who will be happy with you, 

Where can you find the best agency? Write your state department 
of public welfare. Or, if there is a council of social agencies near you. 
ask there. Either one can give you a list of licensed or approved 
agencies, Before an agency is licensed or approved to handle adop- 
tions, it must meet certain standards. These are set up to protect your 
child, A licensed agency will not let_either of-you-down: There is 
nothing of the quack about it. Its workers have skills that)are time- 
tested. 

It is important that you choose an agency in your own state, 
Because state laws vary interstate placement laws may Cause com- 
plications. If the right child ts not available in your own state the 
agency may make arrangements by getting in touch with another 
state agency. Also, if the agency is near it will be much easier for the 
worker.to discuss questions that arise. You will find-it-works out bet- 
ter for both if at any time you are ablé 16 Sit down and talk it over-wittr= 
someone who knows both the child and you. 

An adoption agency with good standards will provide services by 
workers with special training and experience. Also, such an agency

Court Bars 
Bias Charges 
Against Judges 


WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) -- The 
U.S. Supreme Court has refused 
federal review of state court 
proceedings in Cairo, Ill, which 
civil rights advocates have 
claimed amount to a conspiracy 
against blacks by law entor- 
cement officials in that racially 
troubled city 

Justice Byron AR. White, the 
Kennedy conservative on the 
court, wrote the decision for the 
majority, in which he was joined 
by the five Nixon appointees on 
the Supreme Court- He said the 
Complaints of tne 19 Calro 
residents did not add up to a real 
case or controversy. 

Justice William O. Douglas, in 
his dissent, declared: “If this 
case does not present a ‘case or 
controversy’ involving the named 

plaintiffs, then that concept has 

been so watered down as to be 
no longer recognizable. This will 
please the white superstructure, 
but it does violence to the con- 
ception of even-handed justice 
envisioned by the Constitution.” 

Douglas said the record of the 
case showed "sa more prevasive 
scheme for supe-4a*ic" of 
blacks and their civil rights than 
| have ever seen.” 

The case grew out of charges 
by 17 blacks and two whites that 
a magistrate and county judge 
were setting arbitrary bonds for 
black criminal defendants. giving 
blacks longer sentences and 
requiring them to pay for jury 
trials in cases of ordinance 
violation if they could not meet 
the fines. 

They argued that they were 
being discriminated against 
because they had been working 
for the last 10 years for equal op- 
portunity in Cairo and had 
organized a boycott of local mer- 
chants who, they said, were guilty 
of racial discrimination

Kudos To Columbus Mayor 


Mayor Tom Moody's decision to reap- 
point Charles W. Seward and to appoint 
Marie Stinson to membership on the 
board of the Central Ohio Transit 
Authority (COTA) appears to us to 
represent a wise move and one deserv- 
ing of commendation 

Though the Mayor's decision, we 
believe, should attract the plaudits of 
all concemed citizens in the Colum- 
bus/Franklin County area, most of the 
kudos. may._rightly_arise in the black 
community. 

The naming of Ms. Stinson, who 
replaces Attorney William H. Brooks. 
and Seward makes it possible for three 
blacks’ to contribute their efforts and 
talents to the operation of the tran- 
sportation facility. 

Earlier the Franklin County Com- 
missioners appointed Richard Carter to 
the board to fill a slot vacated by the 
Rev. Johnny K. Bryant. 

The three blacks are well qualified 
persons. Carter is executive secretary 
of the Eastside Young Men's Christian 
Association, Ms. Stinson is a former 
junior high school principal who is 
currently On leave Seeking an advanced 
degree at Ohio State University, and 


Seward is director of the Model Cities 
Demonstration Agency. 

Serving on the COTA board are 13 
members. Seven are appointed by the 
Mayor, four are named by surrounding 
municipalities and two are the respon- 
sibility of the County Commissioners. 

The three blacks are well aware that 
an exceptionally high percentage of 
citizens in the black community depend 
heavily upon mass public tran- 
sportation. 

In view of this fact, it is fortunate that 
these recent appointees are sensitive to 
the transportation néeds, not only in the 
entire community, but in the black com- 
munity as well. 

Carer and Seward have been con- 
firmed by City Council, We hope Ms 
Stinson receives” the same_ tavorable 
consideration when her name appears 
before the lawmakers. 

Again, we commend Mayor Moody 
for his thoughtfulness in naming Ms. 
Stinson and Dir. Seward and the 
County Commissioners for their selec- 
tion of Mr. Carter.

-Retrogression Cited 


Vernon E Jordan. executive director of the 
National Urban League, in his convocation 
address at Denison University, clearly and 
precisely presented to the audience a tabloid 
of evidence of retrogression and social crisis 
which plagues this nation His presentation 
was without the usual rhetorical cir- 
cumlocutionary tactics of Nixonian politics 
or the confusing. cryptic views of many of 
Our social scientists. in and out of academia 
in fact his message was rather simplistic, yet 
profoundly necessary amidst the trickery of 
American facist-myth makers and the timidity 
and neutrality of our institutions purportedly 
Sateguarding our truths and morality 

That Mr. Jordan is qualified as a national 
eader and as a man of wisdom for this 
nation goes without questioning, in my 
opinion He ts consulted by congressional 
leaders. major Corporations and leading 
educators throughout the country His 
leadership is not accidental He has been 
well schooled in the tradition of black 
thought. Frederick Douglass. W.E.8. DuBois, 
Booker T Washington and others America 
has yet to recognize this schoo! of black 
thought as vital to America’s development 
politically, socially and economically 


Needless to say there are varieties of Digck 


thought. However. there'is a stream of unity 
in this thought which challenges America to 
adhere to its own pronouncements of justice 
and equality. 

indeed, we would aii agree with him that 
“this is a crucial year of decision.” The 
energy crisis, health needs, impending im- 

» peagchment; weltare retorm are issues which 
all Americans face. Although these problems: 
are laced disproportionately and more 
Severelyamong blacks, “these issues are nol 
black issues, but strike at the heart of white 
Americans, too,” Mr. Jordan observes. 

His thesis is that “these issues are not 
Diack issues,” which was much of the sub- 
stance of his address. This thesis ran 
Ihrough. several of, his other points. The 
hotion that the social programs of the 60's 
were “Bleck programs” was contrived by 
racist myth-makers to destroy those 
Program®f according to Jordan. And certainly 
he waa right. And the recent social programs 
of the 60's actually benefited more whites 


if Mr. Jordan is right when he says that the 
issues today transcend the racial issue, then 
it is easy to understand how such an analysis 
leads to his inevitable prescription for social 
action; black and white coalitions, This is 
quite a different prescription advocated by 
black leadership in the mid and late 60's and 
the early 70's. 

it has been nearly a decade now, thal the 
main advocacy and rhetoric of black leader- 
ship was one calling tor separatism of dil- 
ferent ideological varieties. 

The NotiGn Of black ana white unity had 
gone into ideological exile and ob- 
solescence in the last decade. The ‘whole 
movement for “separatism” was both clear 
and confusing, political and social; fierce 
and mild, therapeutic and paranoid. 


Historically, black ideology has shifted like 
@ pendulum in a clock. This has not been a 
shift because of capricious thinking, but 
determined by the rise and fall of hopes of 
blacks attempting to achieve that “American 
Dream". When that dream seemed im- 
possible blacks withdrew and formed 
strategies of survival which were not aimed 
at integration of inclusion totally in the 
American way of lite. 7

But inspite of the experience of the black 
community inthe recenl decade, Mr. Jordan, 
a8 did other-black leaders in the past, calls 
tor coalitions of blacks and whites because 
he sees all of American's future and tate in- 
terwined The call lor coalitions is not new 
Most coalitions. historically between white 
and biecks. have been shortilived. 


Whites have always attempted to separate 
the common interests between blacks and 
whites. And even having failed existentially 
to do 0, politically and psychologically they 
have reserved a special and privileged siatus 
and insist that blacks continue to suffer 
Gisproponionately, Therefore, 1 am lett with 
that historical dilemma of either joining a 
Coalition hgpetully to gain @ measure of im- 
provement in my status, but never on parity 
with wh.ies, or fo leave such an option alone. 


Perhaps Mr. Jordan's view of history does 
not limit his hopes as does mine, nor cause 
such 6 dilemma. And, indeed, we should not 
look at the history of black and white 
coalitions from the perspective of historical 
determinism But “middie America” must 
keep the iltésion of racial superiority and 
economic privilege even if they are only one 
heanbeat away from the*black man’s con-

The state of the American economy today 
challenges (ne existence of small business 
Shortages high prices and the scarcity of 
competent. dependable help. are nightmares

Since Neégro-owned businesses are the 
smatlest of the small they are being hit the 
hardest There is 4 great danger that many of 
our businesses can't weather the storm that 
seems To be increasing in intensity and un-

The gasoline shortage has already closed 
up many Negro-owneéd stations Since prac- 
tically all of these stations are located in 
black ‘neighborhoods. these closed stations 
are contributing more blight to already 
depressed areas . ° 

The high price of foods. and the difficulty 
of getting the staples that Negroes generally 
consume 15 forcing the black housewife to 
forage for the best bargains This can only 
mean that she will do less shopping in the 
small neighborhood stores 

This then. in turn. makes it more difficult 
for these stores to survive Each time one of 
them closes. this ts another vacant store for 
fhe vandals to attack and further neigh- 
borhood blight 

These are times when black-owned 
businesses need the strength of cooperation 
One man’s: wail is seldom heard, byt 
speaking through the voices of many. there 
iS a chance of getting through not only to the 
black community. bul lo the government as 
well . 

The government has set up many agencies 
fo ancourage and assist in the development 
of Black business Due to lack of expénence 
many of these government-assisted black 
businesses are now in serious trouble and 
some of them are not going to make it 
through these difficult times . 

Berkley G Burrell the hard working 
president of the National Business League 
has been evangelizing up and down the 
country trying to awaken black business to 
the dangers of individualism, However, his

During the past five years there has been 4 
sieady erosion of many of the civil rights 
gains we thought had been won, and finally 
climaxed by the passage of the Civil Rights 
Aci of 1964 

There js no question but that the 1964 Act 
was an historic step forward, since it virlually 
destroyed the legai foundation of Jim Crow, 
and more importanily gave us the op- 
pornunity to exen our efforts and. our 
Slrategies lowards something more 
meaningful than sit-ins, wade-ins, and 
demonsirations aimed at places of public ac- 
commodation 

Now we are coming lo grips with the 
limitations to the progress (hat the civil rights 
movement can achieve on. its own, The 
problems now confronting the Black com- 
munily today go deeper than civil rights. 
They embrace the critical problems of em- 
pioyment, education and housing, since the 
Civil Rights Act did not abolish slums, create 
jobs of upgrade public education. 

These objectives blacks can never achieve 
ithe absence of an alliance between blacks 
and organized, progressive forces in the 
white community. Such a coalition can help 
Stimulate motion in sections of the white 
pupuiation, in the labor movement, among 
liberals, religidus groups, and the like. Such 
a coalition can ultimately find itself a 
majority movement in America, and thus ar- 
med with the polilical power and siralegic 
unity to reconstruct American file. 

One INing we should be able to recognize, 
Conservalive forces have control of. our 
govemment and its machinery, and since 
these forces developed from a coalition of 
northem conservatives and southern racists, 
we Nave wilnessed an erosion of black 
progress ai (he same line thal whiles are en- 
yoying the highest income level in the history 
of the nation : : 

Bul we can never effect such a coaiition as 
jong aS we continue to be fragmented into 
“miitanis’, ‘nationalists, seperatisis” or 
die-hard parly loyalists, whatever the party. 

Admittedly, some labor union leaders are 

_ bastards: This is especially notable in some 
of the skilled craft unions in whieh, despile 
all of the thrust towards equal opportunily in 
employment, and the inclusion of non- 
discrimination clauses in govemment con- 
tracts, their leaders have managed lo keep 
blacks outside of the higher paying crafis. 

But the natural aliies’ol American blacks 
should be unionized laborers whose

blacks in the field of business ” 

‘Financial institutions owned or controlfed 
by Blacks and other minority-graup members 
have also enjoyed OMBE Ss support Between 
1969 and 1973, the number af such banks 
fose from 28 to 43. and their deposits in- 
creased trom $397. million.to. roughly $875 
million Over the same four years ap- 
proximately. 50 Minority Enterprise Small 
Business Investment Companies (MESBIC) 
were slaried 

With total capital of nearly $25 million, they 
can borrow between $350 million and $450 
million of commercial bank and federal funds 
for reinvestment in minority-owned business 
Altogether OMBE claims that almost 8,000 
new minority-owned business were started 
under federal stimulus in the last four years * 

‘While other evidence of OMBE'S efforts 
could be catalogued enough has already 
been presented to give the flavor of its ac- 
tivities. But now we must ask What does it 
mean? 

Unfortunately. one cannot say. No one has 
established performance. goals for the 
program and in the absence of quantifiable 
evidence showing results produced for the 
money spent, one cannot judge its overall 
impact 

Yet the general impression one gets ts 
that the program has fallen far short of 
whatever goals were projected for it 
Moreover given the plan to decentralize fur- 
there OMBE's operations. the prospects for 
better performance in the future appear far 
from bright The principal reason underlying 
this pessimistic expectation is the scarcity of 
expert talent to work on the kinds of 
specialized problems contronted by minority- 
group busitessmen 

“Hf we look ahead. the horizon for-black- 

owned business appears rather cloudy 
Despite the achievement of somé growth and 
diversification, they are still heavily concen- 
trated in the smati-scale retail and service 
field. The already heavy burdens imposed on 
them by crimé and other extraordinary risks 
of doing business predominantly in the urban 
ghetto are still rising What is even more 
disturbing is that the fields in which black 
businessmen are concentrated are declining 
relative to the economy as a whole. Unless 
blacks can raise larger amounts of equity 
capital, acquire a higher level of skills, and 
diversify into some of the high-growth in- 
dustries, the road ahead is likely to be rocky 
indeed for black entrepreneurs.” 


quola systems in US. universities through 
which minority students are given a wider 
opportunity to enroll. 

Obviously, since minority students have 
noi always had tie same- opportunity for 
qualily educalion, some universilies, lo even 
things up a bil, have erased some of. the 
standard requirements (up to a limited quola) 
lo open theif classes to minority applicants. 

The device is called ‘selective ad- 
missions”, bul the high court is now under 
heavy pressure by some powerlul groups, in- 
cluding the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, the AFL-CIO, and, yes, the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith to prohibit 
any sort of preference based on race of 
color, 

Al the same time, the Nalional Council of 
Jewish Women and the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, was joining with 
some 17 liberal, labor and civil rights 
organizations, including the American Bar 
Association and the National Urban League, 
asking the high court to sustain (ive selective 
admissions policy. 

The outcome of this case is of special con- 
cem to biack students, and the new con- 
servatism of the high court does nol leave a 
Qreat deal of room for optimism. : 

But a close study of the pro and ce 
jineups engaged’ in the controversy, may 
provide a reasonably reliable guide lo those 
of us who believe in lonning coalitions with 
allies as to where we can find our potential

Louis Stokes should 
indeed be commended for 
the outslahding contribution 
he's making to the cause of 
mental health. He's spon- 
soring national legislation to 
outlaw psychosurgery which 
is one of the most diabolical 
procedures ever devised by 
the mind of man. 

During the 1950's, aboul 
50,000 patients in mental 
hospitals. were translormed 
into human vegetables by 
lobotomies. While this 
wholesale slaughter was 
going on, the psychiatrists 
grumbled among themselves 
but did nothing. Rep. Stokes 
is working closely with Dr. 
Peter Breggin, a brilliant 
young psychiatrist trom 
Washington, who is leading 
a holy crusade to abolish the 
current second wave of 
psychosurgery before it 
reaches the proportions of 
the first wave.

JERUSALEM.As the Capital of Israel. this city of 305,000, 
including 74,000 non-Jews, was a beehive of diplomatic ac- 
tivity this week, planning tor the arrival of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger

where be is residing. virtually evacuated all paying guests as 
a security measure. His hotel. incidentally. is less than two 
blocks from the Kings Hotel where the 36 member US 
touring news corps was headquartered 

Kissinger. here for the purpose of attempting to execute a 
peace agreement between Israe! and Egypt, was due to 
arrive the’ day of our Feb: 27 departure for the states 

ina panel. discussion egarlierin Tel Aviv. Yitzhak: Rabin. for. 
mer israeli Ambassador to the United States, cautioned the 
Israeli’s nol to expect Kissinger to come with a “blue print tor 
peace,” Kissinger, Rabin noted, “is no Ralph Bunche.” who 
won the Nobel Peace Award for. negotiating a peace set- 
tlement of the Palestinian dispute in 1950 

Of the total.number of U. S, newspaper. television and 
tadio representatives here on a Communication and Media 
study tour, three are black. They are. Jesse Brown 
Educationat~ Radio Network, Washington, D.C; Pamela 
Haynes, City Editor, Philadelphia Tribune. and your Call & 
Post columnist ‘ 

Other Ohioans on the tour included Fred Friedman. News 
Editor, Youngstown Vindicator; Phyllis S. Kamm, Cleveland 
Press correspondent, and Richard Riggs. General Manager 
WCTI and WLSR Radio, Lima 

During our six days in this historical Holy City. we were 
royally teted by city and governmental officials. During a pic- 
ture-taking session at a reception given by Israeli President 
Ephriam Katzir, he informed me that he had "made many, 
many visits to Columbus.” Although he did not explain his 
mission to Ohio's Capital, since he is recognized as one of

Being an ex-Toledoan myself, needless to 
say, we had an interesting discussion about the city on the 
Maumee Bay. Fain's father operates a clothing store in down- 
town Toledo. . 

While in the states, Fain, 33, practiced law.in Chicago and 
once represented one of the blacks in a conscientiOus objec- 
tion case in a U.S. District Court. That black is now among 
the more than 600 brothers and sisters who settled in nearby 
Dimona, a newly developed: city 4 

Although the city of Jerusalem appears to have more car 
owners than Detroit, only two American made autos were 
seen here during my entire stay. Japanese and French-made 
cars, all of the compact variety, appeared to dominate the 
auto market here. In traveling throughout the country, we 
never saw more than eight American-made cars 

While en route to the Suez Canal on Sunday. Feb. 24, we 
spotted. a young man. who we were sure was from ‘the 
Buckeye State. He was sporting a grey sweater bearing Ohio 
State University lettering. But to our surprise and disappoint- 
ment he couldn't even speak English and had never been to 
the United States, 


After | shot his picture, another young man’ Informed me.» 


that the sweater had been given to the wearer by a friend 
who often comes to the states as a ship worker, 

While in Tel Aviv, our bus passed by a black operated 
establishment featuriag»iiS°'s. Sandwiches... When | went 
Tooking for same during a free-time period. was Unable to 
locate the eatery, It was not because the kosher dishes ser- 
ved in hotels and restaurants weren't genuinely delicious, but 
if there was anything | longed for while here, it was a dish of

Over 100 Black women, members of the Ohio Black 
Women's Leadership Conference, assembled in the office of 
City Councilwoman Mildred Madison of Cleveland, Ohio on 
Saturday, March 2, 1974. 

The women representing Akron, Cleveland, Columbus. 
Cincinnati, Dayton, Toledo and Youngstown gathered to “just 
talk” and express their political views. The meeting 
originated out of the idea that there are approximately seven 
million black women of voting age in the United States today, 
and black women all across the country are awakening to 
the realization that we are excluded from full participation in 
the political processes. 

The women strongly questioned the motive behind Ohio 


— being: the only state-across the country out of 50-to conduct a 


“closed” primary, the party heads presenting their own per- 
sonal endorsed slate, why and how come. If this was by 
design to close out all minorities, just what involvement, just 
how many energies should be exterted in assisting the ticket 
to the elected, 

A high level of concern was displayed and strong verbal 
feelings were expressed that black women across the state 
of Ohio are totally exhausted with being called upon by the 
elected officials to do the telephoning, addressing of @n- 
velopes, going from door to door, standing on the pails on 
election day in all kinds of weather, just plain doing the 
“minutia”, and when all is done and “won” and the goodies 
are handed out, black women receive "no" key appointments 
and if any “just tokenism,” nothing with @ stipend attached. 
they are saved for the blond, blue-eyed females. 

Upward and straight ahead mobility was displayed in- 
dicating that there has come about the rude awakening that

« knowing that brighter minds can 
expand upon them and offer even 
better methods to accomplish the 
above discussed end of corpora- 
tions addressing themselves to 
basic social! problems. 

Three resources that all suc- 

~ cessful businesses have are: 

1) Finances 

2) Management skills or brain- 
power . 

3) Influence 

and not necessarily always in that 
order. 

Much of the effort of business 
and major corporations has been 
dirécted at improving the down- 
town area -- an understandable 
goal, for the appearance and 
convenience of the downtown 
ares often defines and sets the 
tone for the vitality of a city. But 
the vitality of city.also rests upon 
the spirit and confidence of the 
people who seek in their own 
Neighborhoods to find the safe 
evidences of convenience, 
Physical improvements, and cor- 
porate. interest. 

In other words, there is little ap- 
preciation for the vitality of a city 
on the part o. inner city person 
who, leaving the downtown area 
with its physical improvements, 
must return to his own neighbor- 
hood with its plywood architec- 
ture: and deteriorating streets. For 
him to believe and get into the 
spirit of-a city on the upward 
move, tere must be something 
happening on his homefront. 

The building of new hotels*is 
great, but it doesn't speak to the 
inner city resident's needs; the 
plans fot the Gateway Project are 
great, but he will only use it in- 
frequently; the jetport idea is 
marvelous, but how will it improve 
conditions at west 65th and 
Lorain, or 40th and Central, or 
West 25th and Franklin? 

These projects thrill the 
Imagination of corporate Cleve- 
land for they can visuatize the im- 
pact to be made on the corporate 
world in terms of stimulating 
economic opportunities. But the 
inner city resident's view of the 
future is blocked by his view of 
the present. He finds it difficult to 
be thrilled for downtown while he 
Gespairs for his own neighbor- 
hood, 

How then do we get the inner 
city to join in with the rising en- 
thusiasm which obviously is 
creeping into the corporate world 
of Clevelend? The answer is - 
“Develop commensurate exciting 
plans for changing the face ot in- 
ner city communities, bring some 
planners in who will look at the 
Inner city as @ concentric circle 
or a series of concentric circles, 
or neighborhoods around the 
downtown area and have therm 
develop some realistic and excit- 
ing plans for that kind of develop- 
ment, in pther words, make the 
Inner Clty & target for develop- 
ment - and let the corporate world 
of Cleveland, working through

The ability to grow 
economically depends in a large 
measure upon” one's ability to 
Produce, and one’s ability to

All of this points toward jobs 
and education, Corporations and 
civic leaders have said again and 
again that Cleveland is shifting 
from a town of hard industry to 
one of a service industry.

State Senalor M. Morris Jack- 
son (D-Cleveland) last week said 
that he will light “vigorously” 
against altempts by two of his 
colleagues to locate the new 
Ohio lottery in the capital city. 
Senator Jackson's remarks came 
in response to the recent intro- 
duction of S.B. 368 by State 
“Senators Donald Woodland and 
Robert O'Shaughnessy, both of 
Columbus. Wf enacted, S.B. 368 
would, overturn’ the decision of 
the Colttery Commission to 
establish its headquarters in 
Cleveland. 


Senalor Jackson remarked that 
“Columbus already contains 85 
per cent of the state's agencies 
and efMfployees” and that “the 
lime has come io decentralize 
pan of the slate government.” He 
also pointed out that Cuyahoge 
County sends more tax money'to 
Columbus than does any other 
Ohio county, but that is receives 
proportionately tess money from 
the stale than does any other 
county.-One way of alleviating 
this situation.” he. said, “is by.

“iL is time now for the Bureau 
of Prisons to end behavior modili- 
cation programs at all its 
facilities,” Congressman Stokes 
continued. “And it is time for 
HEW to end its programs.’ 

“Behavior modification repre- 
sents the ultimate. invasion of 
privacy and the final solution to 
the problems of human freedom. 
Behavior modification, especially 
in..its most naked form, psy- 
chosurgery, is just systematic 
control of the human brain.” 

Psychosurgery is brain surgery 
performed, not to cure disease. 
bul to control and change 
thoughts, feelings. aclion or 
behavior. 

“This is lar crueler than any- 
thing depicted in A Clockwork 
Orange,” said Slokes. ‘The 
technique is as frightening as 
anything Orwell conceived in 
1984. And it's already being prac- 
liced today.” 

There. will still bea need lor 
passage of his bill, Congressman 
Stokes added, even if meanwhile 
the total Federal Government 
does cul olf all lunds lor psycho- 
surgery and other behavior modi- 
fication programs. 

“I only one agency continued 
to fund such programs, or one or 
two reversed their decisions lo 
cease funding, the human sul- 
fering would continue.

Premier Denied 
Backtracking 


TUNIS: — (NBNS)-=—Premier 
Hedi Nouira of Tunigia has 
denied that his country is 
backtracking on its announced 
merger with Libya. 

We said it would take some 
time to eliminate the difficulties in 
the way of union between the two 
countries but he said his govern- 
ment was not looking for reasons 
to back out of the deal.

He said the proposed 
amendment would be submitted 
to the national assembly where 
there must be at least two 
readings separated by at least 
three months. y 
During this time, he said, he 
would negotiate with Libya on the 
“contents” of the merger 
Proposal. One difference, he said,

Let's take fat celts first 

Some of the vital development 
of the fetus can only take place in 
the last few months before birth 
Development of the brain for 
example. could be limited in the 
fetus if the mother-to-be does nol 
enjoy adequate nutrition Certain 
nutrition inadequacies cannot be 
coregied atier the baby 1s horn 

Women Gain More Now 

This is why pediatricians now 
recommend that pregnant women 
gain more during pregrancy than 
they were recommending a lew 
years ago. It. became’ apparent 
that too many babies were being 
born underweight and with other 
problems stemming trom mater- 
nal malnutrition At the same 
time. physicians do not want 
pregnant women to gain too 
much for both their own sake and 
for fear the fetus will develop-too 
many fat cells Similarly 
pediatricians watch. the weight 
gain and diet of babies knowing 
that if they are overfed they will 
develop too many fat cells 

Too many fat cells in his body 
could be a lifelong problem 
Once developed. you never have 
less. The problem thereafter is 
cell size -- to keep the fat cells 
you have from becoming too big

Psychological Clues

sity Ss Department of Psychology 
overweight and average-weight 
persons have been studied doing 
work Sich as proofreading When 
they were in. a quiel. rogm. un- 
distracted, Ihe rate at which each 
person accomplished his task 
was measured. But when a tape 
of back ground music was 
played, efficiency dropped 
especially among the overweight 
persons 

The overweight person. in other, 
words, is more distracted by the 
sound, He responds more to out- 
side stimuli.__This, according. to 
the theory. explains his positive 
response.to.good smells and-ap~ 
pearance of food. and of othet 
people eating It is. for him 
irresisitable He eats too much 
and too often. He is overweight 
When researchers learn more 
about all this. prevention may be 
possible

Goldston, wpo was the first 
Black player at Youngstown 
State. was the offensive backfield 
coach at Colorado under Eddie 
Crowder, This appointment will 
be Goldston’s first head coaching 
job 


But it’s important to note that 
the. first Black Head football 
coach in the pro grid leagues was 
the great Fritz Pollard. and 
whenever football historians get 
around to selecting an all. time 
Browns University football team 
they start with Fritz at left half- 
back 


He was also selected All: 
American halfback and was 5- 
8.155° pounds of electrifying 
speed 


He was picked, by Walter 
Camp. the father of the College 
All-American teams, and this 
made him the first- Black man 
ever to be selected to an All- 
American team. He played on the 
Akron team of the American 
Professional Football Association 
and was the most feared back on 


the professional gridiron 

Even the football Encyclopedia 
listed Pollard as the first Black 
Professional Head Coach with 
the Hammond. Indiana Pros of 


the National Football League 
from 1923 to 1925. but Pollard 
claimed he had coached two 
teams before that 


‘| really was the Head Coach 
of Akron in 1920. even though the 
books listed Elgie Rolen as the 
coach,” said Pollard 

Pollard was also asked in 1922 
to help’ organize and coach the 
Milwaukee team 


From there he went to Ham- 
mond where he coached for three 
years before returning to ‘Akron 
as player apd coach At his peak 
Pollard” was earning $1500 a 
game. Then he bowed out of the 
NFL in 1926 

One of his last games was with 
the Providence. Rhode Island 
Steamroller against the Chicago 
Bears, featuring Red Grange 


In 1959 he returned to Brown 
University where he was officially 
inducted into the National Foot- 
ball Hallot Fame. - the first Brown 
University player ever

tions for ABC-TV’s. “Armchair 


Detective” specials 

All of the "Armchair Detective’ 
specials are made in videotape: 
most of them after three days 
rehearsal and four days of 
shooting

Wynn remarked while on the set 
We have to make these on a
